In order to show that tho trade hat 
been stable, as well as largely inoreased, 
It may bo mentioned that tho valuo of 
goods entered for homo consumption in 
1871 over 1870 amounted to no lets 
thaniSfteon million end a half dollars! The 
duty of Customs cullected in 1871 
over 1870 was close upon two millions 
and a half. It will bo admitted that 
theso figures aro encouraging, indicating, 
as they certainly do, a ratio of pro- 
gress on the part of the Dominion 
seldom if ever equalled iu tbo history of 
any country. Nor can tbe enormous 
increase shown iu importB bo attributed 
to overtrading; for it is beyond bII qucs» 
lion that tho trade and industriua of 
the Dominion wore never in ft mcro 
hoalthful state than tb«y are at the 
present time. Looking at the large 
eurplus of customs revenue, it will bo 
well to remember that the rotsrn* 
cover a period during which Parlia 
Bent lock tho du!y off all breadstuff* 
and coal, thereby abandoning an amonoi 
of revenue aboat eqnal to the surplus, 
end which, token together, wonld have ns- 
hibited an increasa in onstoms revenue alone 
ef about five rxillioni in a single vcor. 
Can tbe moat oapring grumbler in all tho 
ranks of the "Grit." doubt thbt this won- 
derlul prosperity ol the youtbia! empire of 
British North Amotion i», under a kind 
Providence, attributable is a Urge defiiao 
to the wise poliey and good managemiQl of 
those in power ?

Tho reader wilt scarcely be surprised to 
learn that the Hon A Archibald, Lienlennut 
Governor of Manitoba, is to be reoalled. The 
failure of Mr Archibald's administration is to 
bo attributed to a false policy ndopted towards 
the two parties in tlio Province. Ho came 
to the difficult ta«k of governing Manitoba 
with a good naaio and a clean political re- 
cord, and tb« appointment evoked common 
datory remarks from all sections of the proas 
Bat sven ho could do* afford to coquette with 
treason asd look coldly on loyalty. Kvcn he 
eoold aot with impunity shield and pamper a 
disaffected class in defiance of tho rights of 
trne patrotiim. At fi.-st the arm of justice 
was seen listlessly banging down — too weak 
to avenge tho death of the patriot-martyr 
Soolt. Then it was seen stretohed forth to 
grasp in friendly welcome tho bloody hi nd ot 
the rebel murderer. We cannot regret the 
reeall ol J/r Archibald ; but we do most 
sincerely regret tbe circumstances whioh have 
rendered such a step neceisary. Although 
nothing very definite had transpired as to 
who bis successor would be, rumor has for 
Borne time pointed to the Hon A Morris, 
Minister of lulnnd Revenue. Mr Morris is a 
gentleman of umxcf ptionable charactor ( of ex- 
cellent abilities, nnd he has done good sTvteo 
in the eauso or empire. Amongst the first of 
Canadian statesmen who conceived the grnnd 
idea of ereatitig an empire out of tbe scatter- 
ed British (lossessious in Norih America, it 
fell to his lot to act a most important pirt iu 
the first movement towards the nchiavfuent 
of that object. It was he who was directly 
Instrumental in bringing parlies together for 
the formation ot the coalition Government 
whieh bus been so .ucceesful in tho work of 
Confederation ; and, from first to last; he boa 
played an activo and important part. Should 
Mr Morris consent -to accept the appointment 
to Manitoba, wo havo no doubt ho will mitke 
an excellent Governor.

The Laogcviii Banquet. 

The Qtifibeo correspondent of the 
Ottawa Citixen gives tbe following hasty 
sketch of thu Lan«evin banquet : — 
Qi.EBsc, JNov 7th, 1871. 

Tho public banquet last evening in 
honor of tho Hon Hector L Langovin, 
13, Minister of Puolio Works, by tho 
citizens of Quobeo, of which ho is one 
of the representatives in tho Local Par- 
liament, was, without doubt, one of tho 
grandest demonstrations ever acoorded 
tou publio man in Canada, The dinner 
took its rise oui ot tbe late offiuial visit 
ot iho Minister ot Puolio Works to the 
nowly ncquired and far-distant Province 
of Britihh Colombia, who;i, with that 
indomitable energy which is tho great 
distinguishing trait iu Mi Laogevin'i 
official character, ha truvellod a distance 
of fully ten thousand miles, making 
a close por^onal inBpeciiou of the now 
territory, from tho eusi to west cuaat ou 
the oao uand, and frjm Viotoria to 
Cariboo ou tho other, reporting «on Uh 
wantti und cupabili'ies from a Dominion 
point ot viow, und generally pulling tho 
govuniruontul machinory in motion 
under the now order cf things, all of 
which wag acoompliBhod in loss than six 
weeks. This political mission, go woll 
and successfully carriad out, was no 
small loather in Mr L mjreviu's cap. So 
thonpbt tho grout majority of Canadians, 
iuoluding, ol oonrso, his fellow towna- 
mon and oonstituents of tho Ancient 
Capital, who avail tbcmaolves of tbe 
opportunity, one long desired on thoir 
pari, to pay biin some tribute of their 
eppieoiation of his pel/lie services, ask- 
ed his acceptance ol a benquet in ''Old 
Stadacoua" at an early day.
